Chattahoochee & Gulf are operated 
under what is known as perpetual 
leases. Their rentals come under the 
same head as fixed charges. 

“The rentals will not be paid Jan- 
uary 1, and cannot, be paid,” said 
Mr. Pollard. “I am not prepared to 
say just how the receivership may 
work this particular situation out, 
but the veceivership was 
about by just such inabilities to pay. 
and, therefore. they will not be able 
to be met January 1.” 

The rentals for the 
have amounted to 5 per cent. Mr.

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Trek Back to Farm Solves 


Alabama Economic Problem 


Six Thousand Families 

Already Established on 
Soil, Agricultural Statis- 
tician Says in Report.

MONTGOMERY. Ala... Dee, 20.- 
(P)\—Facing an increasingly difficult 
task of earning a living in the cities. 
6.000 Alabama families have found 
their solution to the problem in a 
“hack-to-the-farm’” movement. 

FEF. W. Gist, federal and state agri 
eultura! statistician. said his study of 
the effect of present economic condi- 
tions had revealed an increased trend 
in migration from urban rural dis- 
tricts. This restlessness, however, he 
found was not confined alone to city 
dwellers. for at least 3.000 families in 
the country sought the same solution 
br moving to the rities. 

The movement back 
began on a small scale in 1930, Gist 
studies revealed, the first year afte 
the Wall Street collapse. Approxi- 
mately 2,000 persons returned to the 
farm that year. 

Continuation part 
dustries caused = 10,000 
turn to the soil for a 
next -year, the statistician said, and 
during the current year, the move- 
ment reached its peak as 6,000 fami 
lies, averaging five persons each, de- 
serted the cities and towns for the 
farm. With it, the steer as a work 
animal reappeared. 

These returned farmers have taken 
up where they left off when they an- 
swered the lure of the city with its 
modern conveniences. amusements and 
high wages for short hours. 

“At least two-thirds of the families 
are negroes and due to the unemploy 
ment in industry, most of the move 
ment has heen into the black belt in 
central Alabama and the farming 
area around Birmingham,’ Gist de 
elared. “Some years age. about thie 
time of the World War. there was a 
tremendous demand for industrial la 
her and negroes went out of the black 
helt in droves to Birmingham and 
other points. 

“Many of these have returned. 
some of the black helt counties 
is not a vacant tenant house. 
have rented farms. Some have con- 
tracted to buy farms and many of 
the negroes that have drifted back 
have just squatted near relatives, 
They borrow a mule or hitch up a 
steer and try to make a living. Ot 
course all have pianted a little cot 
ton.” 

The movement has been principally 
away from Birmingham, the states 
industrial center, and most of the 
white families have settled in that 
area, but there were scattered move- 
ments elsewhere. When the coal 
mines at Blocton closed, the miners 
established a small farming colony 
nearby. “Most of them managed to 
grow something,” Gist said. “but 
many had to have outside aid.” 

Seth P. Storrs, state commissione! 
of agriculture, discerned a_ note of 
restlessness among these people, but 
the probability of any of them starv- 
ing on farms this winter, he said. was 
remote. He expressed the belief that 
returned industrial activity would lure 
them back to the city. 

“It's just an emergency.” he 
“if the whistle should blow and 
wheels start turning tomorrow 
would go back to the city and 
jobs,” 

The commissioner said most of these 
families had met with enough farming 
success to have sufficient food, shel- 
ter and fuel for the winter. They have 
been aided by the state farm exten- 
sion service hich has sponsor a 
“live-at-home” campaign among the 
farmers, urging canning of fruits an 
vegetables and raising their own meat. 
The pantries and smokehouses of a 
majority of the farms the state 
were said to be well filled. 

Prior to 1929, a movement of about 
two per cent of the agricultural popu- 
lation to the city was regarded as 
normal and there was little or no 
trend the other way. Temporarily these 
converted city dwellers are believed to 
he satisfied. and their unemployed 
friends in the city are heing impor- 
tuned to join them.

15,000 Political Prisoners 
Will Be Released in Time 
for Christmas. 


BERLIN, Dee. 20.—(/)—Christmas 
Day at home looms for many of Ger- 
manys 15,000 political prisoners 
through an amnesty granted by the 
reichsrat today. ‘The bill was passed 
by the reichstag a week ago: 

_The prisoners were chiefly held for 
violating emergency decrees, supplant- 
ed by Chancellor Von Schleicher’s new 
decree which in effect rescinded the 
old ones.

in the engineering publication, Indus- 
trial Management. 

The articles, appearing in February 
March and May, 1919, under the title 


“Technocracy,” were jater amplified. | 


Smyth said, by a group of copyrighted 
pamphlets, all expressing his ideas of 
society in an industrial world. 

Recently economists throughout the 
nation have evinced much interest in 
“mrth's theory of “technocracy” and 
hace brought wide publicity to the 
word. 

Economists Amplifying His Ideas. 

Discussing seemingly sudden inter- 
est in the theory, Smyth said: 


‘These engineers and professors of | 


coriology and economy are merely am- 
plifving and putting into statistical 
form the ideas and statements which 
I made in the various articles I wrote 
at the time the United States—in fact 


theentire world—was intoxicated with | 


the fumes of prosperity. 


“In those days—some 15 years ago 


—many students of sociology and 
many economists believed that I was 


painting too drab a picture of the fu-— 


proved conclusively that my prognos- 


tications were valid. 

“It is gratifying to me to find that, 
after this long period of doubt on the

“William Henry Smyth, engineer, 
wrote a book. “Technocracy,” in 
1917 to describe this system. 
Smythe, prolific inventor and 
writer, was born in England in 
1855. and came to America in 1876 
as a general. practitioner in engi 
neering. He has been a consulting 
engineer since 1879. His wife, the 
former Helen Pauline Bradshaw, is 
a Tennesseean, and they now live in 
Berkeley. Cal 
“Smythe invented a score or more 
appliances, such as can machines, 
pneumatic apparatus, dredgers, an 
air compressor valve and tractors. 
He is the author of “The Federa- 
tion of Nations,” “The Story of the 
Stadium,” “New Theory on the 
| Origin. of the- Sexes” and other 
books. He is a member and fellow
